Americans Discover 
4,000 Year Old Body 
Of Egyptian Princess 


(By United Press) 


Luxor, Egypt, Jan. 23 
Interest In 
the tomb of former King Tutenhamun 
was temporarily diverted through the 
discovery by the American arcliaeolo 
gists of the body of af. Egyptian prin 
ceHH, 4.000 years old, and apparently 
one of the beauties of the first Theban 
dynasty, which flourished 2,150 years 
before Christ. 
Th*- bottom and neck of the princess 
are deli* ately tatoed with small bluish 
symbols urn! traceries emblematic of 
her caste. 
The body was marvelously 
preserved. 
The hair and teeth are in­ 
tact. 
Slight indentations on the nock, 
wrists, fingers and ankles indicate that 
Hie princess wore necklaces, brace­ 
lets and rings in her 
death 
sleep, 
which were stolen when vandals de­ 
af;* rated her tomb. 
The body appears to have been that 
of a slender and statuesque but imma­ 
ture girl. 
There Is a mark across the 
stomach evidently inflicted by a hot 
iron. 
This bas inclined medical ex­ 
perts to believo the princess succumb­ 
ed to an organic disease, which in an­ 
cient times was treated by violent 
counter-irritants. 
The body will be 
sent to the Cairo medical laboratory

In the United State hooded and m asked'bands have et tem pl­ 
ed to compel individuals to yield to their w ishes and those who have 
not yielded have felt the strength of the force that work * by night. 
In both cases intolerance is rampant. 
Woe to the mao who dees 
not observe the conventions recognised \ f f the forces that are out 
to compel allegiance to their particular and peculiar Indicts! 
Intolerance breeds intolerance and those* who are opposed to 
such efforts to band together people of a 
certain 
view point— a 
viewpoint thai has its foundation in racial or religious hatred— lo 
work against those whom they hate, are led to seek the suppres­ 
sion of such organizations by any means that will win this result. 
It is Important, however, thai these organizations In* correctly 
appraised. They are the expression of attitudes that woi k through 
them. 
They may be disliked, but much as their methods may be 
disapproved, it is well to remember that they are the modus oper­ 
andi of forces that are seeking expression. 
The Fascists cannot permanently change society by cudgels 
and castor-oil, nor can the Ku Klux Klan turn Jew s int * G entiles, 
Catholics into Protestants or Negroes into W hites, by oppression 
and masked parties, m which those who are not of their party suf­ 
fer for their entertainm ent, as the Christian* suffered for the en­ 
tertainm ent of Nero and his lords. 
More to be deplored than the activities of these groups is the 
spirit that inspires them. 
While such a spirit exists it will find 
its expression in some way. Until the spirit of intolerance is e r a ­ 
dicated such societies will seek to bring in the reign of the things 
they approve by the use of any means that intolerant spirits sug­ 
gest. 
Intolerance cares not that Rome burns so long as it vents 
its spleen upon those who are not of its persuasion. 
Education must be directed to the task of teaching children 
to tolerate the other fellow ’s viewpoint so that when they grow up 
they may live together in peace. T he!peaceful citizen 
is 
worth 
more than the m ischief maker who seeks to impose his will upon 
others who do not think as he does and who are just as much en­ 
titled to their belief as he is.

with the work of discovering fellows who initiated such a task. A 
fractured world is more interested in bone-setters than fossils. 
The poet’s advice, that we allow the past to bury its dead, re­ 
fuse to put our trust in the pleasant future, but act in the living- 
present, is good advice for our world order. 
The world can afford to forget those who have exploited its 
manhood while it attends to the present needs of its inhabitants. 
With a due respect for the path-finders of the present day leaders 
must go on into new pat Iva to new destinations. 
Oppressive Pharaohs may well stay buried while the world 
mends its fractures so that strong limbed young men may march 
bravely into the future. 
Tombs of yesterday and dreams af to­ 
morrow must give place to the realities of today.

White wax, one of the most linpor- 
tnfd exports of the province of Szech­ 
wan, In ('blini, is cli jelly found In the 
district* of Elating, ( ’hlewei and lpm, 
aud along the Yangtze river in tin* 
vicinity of these places. 
It I- a sub­ 
stance deposited on trees by insects 
known as wax insects. 
(Mice a year 
— In March 
(hey are collected from 
the regions on Hie border of Yunnan 
by the wux-wormp raisers, and lire 
placed on pollarded trees, either ash 
or privet, which are mostly grown in 
Elating and neighboring districts. 
Speed iN essential In the removal 
of these insects, or they would hatch 
oui before they get to the wax dis- 
1 riels, and 
would thus he wasted. 
Therefore. Hie coolies generally travel 
in relays so as lo reach the destina­ 
tion in time for the hatching. 
When 
the moulting period is over. the worms 
begin to deposit Hie wax on tin* leaves 
of the I fees. 
This process continues 


1111 to the end of Angust, when the 
wax Is collected. 
After dissolving in 
boiling water, it is usually moulded 
Into cakes o f various sizes and situ I ie*.
